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FOREWORD 



In Bulgaria, there are 845 plants (wild and introduced) that 
are naturally disseminated and used by the traditional or the folk 
medicine. This number accounts for almost 21% of all 4102 
vascular plants found to date on the territory of the country. In 
other words, every fifth plant in Bulgaria is considered 
medicinal. Our study shows that in regions of lower altitude, this 
percentage is significantly higher and, often, every second plant 
in those areas is medicinal. The Album of Medicinal Plants in 
Bulgaria includes 500 species: more than a half of the 
abundance of medicinal plants. Our goal is that this album will 
serve the needs of students of Botany and Pharmacy. 
Furthermore, the album may benefit Biology instructors as well 
as all those who grow, collect, or process medicinal plants. The 
names of plant species, genera, and families are presented 
according to the contemporary botanical nomenclature. 




FOREWORD 



In the album, the plants are grouped according to their 
biological type: trees, shrubs, perennial, biannual, and annual 
herbaceous plants. Some plants may be placed into two groups: 
for instance those that under specific circumstances develop as 
shrubs, but in other conditions develop as trees. In every group, 
the plants are organized in alphabetic order following their 
scientific Latin name. In our opinion, this approach provides the 
easiest access to species for specialists and anyone interested 
in medicinal plants. At the end of the album, we have included 
two important lists in order to encourage preservation of the 
medicinal plants’ natural habitats in Bulgaria: 1. The first list 
consists of medicinal plants (included in this album) under 
prohibition for collection in their natural habitats; 2. The second 
list consists of medicinal plants (included in this album) whose 
collection in their natural habitats is restricted.
